In regards to Applicant's argument against the teachings of Hiuga, the Examiner responds that the mechanism taught by Hiuga would be 
structurally capable of causing the wafer to rotate while being held by the pins in a position apart from the susceptor, due to rotational 
friction between the pins and the wafer. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can 
only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some 
teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of 
ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347. 21 USPQ2d 
1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the motivation to combine the teachings of Hiuga with the combination of AAPA, Zorina et al., and 
Tokmulin et al., to prevent the wafer from sticking to the pins, would have been found in the knowledge generally available to one of 
ordinary skill in the art seeking to avoid damaging a wafer to be treated. 

Applicant's remaining arguments concern the proposed amendment, which will not be entered.
